The Hague, June 90.—Profiting by 
the holiday the leading plenipotent- 
aries met privately today to ex- 
change views on the principal, ques. 
tions before the Peace Conserence. 
Joseph C. Choates and General ‘Hor- 
ace Porter conversed at length with 
Sir Kdwerd Fry and Sir Ernest M. 
Satow, of the British delegation; Pro- 
fessor De Maartens, of Russia; Count 
Tournaili, of Italy, and Dr. Kridge, 
of Germany. 

There seems to be some opposition 
to the proposition of the invicliability 
of private property at sea by several 
Latin American counties, which, hay- 
ing no merchant marine, think that 
the abolition of the right of capture 
avd of privateering will deprive it of 
a weapon dreded by their enemics, 
The whole triple alliance, however, 
strongly support this proposition, In- 
deed, amopg the numerous secret 
documents distributed today in sealed 
envelopes to the delegates are definite | 
declarations to that effect. 

The Austrian Instructions. 
The Austrian delegation issued the 


following declaration: “The — invioi 
ability oi private property at sea, 
having been the object’ of many 


serious works and judicial studies, ; 
now so generally acknowledged that a 
new discussion of this subject is mere- 


ly a recapitulation, more or less 
idfntical with those uttered many 
times by the me competent and 


erudite schols Aus*r's, taking in- 
to acount private ini’ %sts and the 
essentially humaniteran object cf 
this principle, adopted jt long ago 
It, therefore, wishes to state that it 
will follow the most liberal point of 
view regarding the capture and con- 
fiscation of merchantmen.’ 
Italy’s Instructions the Same. 
Italy make the following statement: 
“Italy, being among the signatory 
powers of the declaration of Paris, 
March 30th, 1856, regarding the aboli- 
tion of privateering, strongly ad- 
heres to the doctrine so tenaciously 
supported by the United States. In 
the conference of 1899, Italy stated 
her position, but as the present con- 
ierence might not be in a position 
to make a decision completely favor- 
able to the inviolability of property 
at sea, the Italian delegation ex 
presses the desire that the middle 
course proposiaons “be -presented and 
discussed,’”

Making Conference Permanent. 

The idea that the peace conference 
be held at fixed periods finds oppo-i- 
tion, especially irom some of the 
leading powers, who are of opinion 
that it Wowd be impossible to pre 
arrange the meetings of Conference, 
which would be unable to assemble 
and work profitably, under certain 
circumstances, as for instance, during 
a war. 

Scizure of Merchanimen. 

From the documents which were 
distributed today, it appears that the 
powers are determined to take 
the 


this opportunity of settling 
question of transforming merechant- 
men into warships in order to 


avoid repetition of incidents such as 
that of the’ seizure of steamship Mal- 
acca by the Russians during the Rus- 
so-Japancese war, which resulted sole- 
ly from want of international agree- 
The Russians, evidently — re- 
membering their later experiences 
wish to define a warship as “Any ves- 
sel commanded by a naval officer with 
a erew subject to the military cade.” 
The Russian statement with regard to 
a warship further says, “Such a ves- 
sel must fly a war flag by order of 
its government, which applies from 
the moment of issue of such an or- 
der, and the vessel must be inseribed 
in the list of warships in that ceun- 
try The British definition is more 
precise, and is likely to be supperted 
by the U.S., Germany and Italy. The 
German — proposition confines — the 
transformation of merchantmen into 
Warships. ‘To national ports, terri- 
torial waters or ports and territorial 
waters occupied by a state wishing 
to effect such transformations.”’ 

The Italien proposal follows: ‘ Mfer- 
chantmen can only be transformed on 
condition of their being placed under 
a naval officer and furnished with a 
crew subject to military discipline. 
Merchantmen leaving the territorial 
waters of their own country after the 
opeaing of hostilities cannot change 
their character on the onen sea er the 
waters of auother state.”

McCormick brought a proposition be 
fors the Union Trust Co. to jointly 
purchase certain limits and mili prop- 
erty ip British Columbia, The pro 
posal was that the Union Trust 
should buy the property and 
should turn it over to a new company 
to be formed in which Messrs, Fowler, 
Irvin and MeCormick should have 
49 per cent. and the Union Trust 51 
per cent. Kventually, whenever that 
might be, the three associates were 
to pay for their stock. 

Mr. Fowler claims that he was the 
out-and-out owner of the option on 
the property, and approached the 
vendor.

EDMONTON OLD- {A WINNIPEG 
TIMER IN LONDON} WITNESS HEARD! THEFT OF MONEY! ATHLETIC WORLD 


Donald Ross Tells Of The Mare 


vellous Growth Of This City 
In Late Years 


The following interview with one 
of Edmonton’s oldest old-timers ap- 
pears in the last issue of Canada, 
the magazine published in London, 
Eng., in the interests of the Domin- 
ion: 

“Among the Canadian visitors to 
London at present is a gentleman 
who has been closely associated with 
the rise and growth of Edmonton. 
Fifty years ago Mr. Donald Ross, the 
gentleman in question, left his na- 
tive land-—-as his name suggests, he 
is a Scotsman—for the United States, 
After spending fifteen years under 
the ‘Stars and Stripes,” Mr. Ross 
heard the call of the North, and in 
1872 went and settled at Kdmorion, 
then not much more than a’ Hudson 
Hay Company’s fort; indeed, the lo« 
eaiity was then known as Fort Ed. 
monton. 

“*The population of Fort Edmon- 
ton,’ said Mr. Ross to a representa- 
tive of Canada who had the pleasure 
of meeting him in the metropolis the 
other day, ‘then consisted of the 
Hudson Bay Company’s officials and 
a few miners who were earning about 
$7 a day washing for gold in the 
river, 

“Mr. Ross tells how he built the 
third house ‘outside the suzerainty 
of the factor,’ having been offered 
and acceped 64 acres of land, with a 
log house half completed, and the 
necessary logs for completion, for the 
total sum of $100. Forty-six of these 
acves he farmed. Recently part of his 
land was subdivided into plots, or} 
“lots,” as they are known in Cana 
dian real-estate phraseology, 33 feet 
wide by 120 feet deep, and sold for 
as high as $600 each lot. 

“In those early days the nearest 

telegraph station was twenty iniles 
distant. A subscription was got up 
to pay for the extension of the wire 
to the Fort, and Mr. Ross carried the 
first telegraph wire across the Sas- 
katchewan river, which was frozen 
at the time, on his back. In 1892 
the Calgary & Edmonton Railway 
entered Edmonton, and “Donald”, as 
he is known to everyone in the dis- 


trict, drove the last spike, amidst 
great rejoicings. 
“Questioned as to what was the 


first real step in the extraordinarily 
progressive career of Edmonton, Mr. 
Ross replied, ‘The Klondike rush in 
‘08. Edmonton speedily became the| 
outfitting centre ior those hardy ad- 
venturers who took the overland trail 
to the Yukon, As events turned out, 
this trail was the scene of many dis- 
astrous incidents; but it was then 
that Edmonton came into promi 
nence,’ 

““T suppose property could 
picked up cheaply in those days?’ 

“*Yes, Main street lots could be 
bought for $30 per foot frontage?’ 

“*And, today, Mr. Ross?’ 

“Well, the last sale I heard of 
before coming to England’ was at 
$800 per foot frontage, and all other 
property in the city has gone up in 
proportion.’ 

“‘*And will go yet?’ 

“Undoubtedly. Edmonton is 
coming a great railway centre. The 
Canadian Northern has been in {or 
ubout two years, the Grand Trunk 
Pacific will be in this autumn, and | 
the Canadian Pacific is equally busy 
in securing an entrance.’ 

“*But Edmonton is more than a 
railway centre,’ he continued. 
‘Around it lays some of the richest 
soil in the West, supporting 50,000 
prosperous farmers. The bank clear- 
ings show what an immense amount 
of business is being transacted, and 
these amounts are steadily inecreas- 
ing. 

**And does Edmonton still offer a 
vood field for investments?’ 

“*To my mind it certainly does. 
The prospects were never so bright 
and every man in the city is an op- 
timist. The population has increas 
ed during my time from a handful of 
Hudson ‘Bay Company’s officials and 
eold-washers to about 15,000. Last 
year was a -record one in the build 
ing line, and this year bids fair to 
outdo it.’ i 

‘Which do you prefer to live in, 
Mr. Ross, the metropolis of England, 
or the metropolis of the Northwest? 
our representative asked in conclu- 
ion, 

“Well, I like London very much; 
but there is no place to me like the 
Northwest of Canada, with its clear 
blue skies, exhilarating atmosphere, 
nnd healthy climate. There, a man 
has a feeling of independence, which 
conditions in England do not encour- 
age. I am looking forward with 
pleasure to my return.?”
